BUCK DEAD. 


The Pioneer Methodist Minis- 


ter Passes Away 


Suddenly. 


& LONG AND ACTIVE LIFE ENDED, 


The Summons Comes Early Sun- 


day Morning—Forty-three Tears 
in the Ministry—A Preacher at 
24 and an Elder at 34—Time and 
Place or the Funeral

Dr Hiram Buck, tbe well known 


venerable Metbodist minister, died San- 
day morDtng August 21st, at aboat 7 
o'clock at h,a home No. 460 North Water 
street in the 74 h year of his age. Death 
was due to eeoite paresis. 


Dr Back was ont on the street Satur- 


day evening, and was feehcg oa well as 
ustml that night when he retired. 
He 


elept well through the mjht and arose 
at about 6 30 o'clook Stioday morning to 
go to tbe bath room 
Before leaving his 


room he carefully folded the bed clothing. 
He spoke to lus wife and she answered 
turn from an adjoining room, elating that 
she won Id be np soon and assist him m 
dreesmg wben be returned from the bath- 
room Mrs Back was alone in the house 
withber husband, the servant having gone 
uwnyon avacation 
Inker absence the 


Doctor and his wife bad been boardjcg at 
tbe Hotel Brunswick 
Mra Bnck fell 


aeleep after tbe Doctor bad gone down 
a*aire, and when she arose she discovered 
ttial he had not returned 
She went 


down tbe etiurway imd called him br 
name, He did not acawer, She enp- 
poaed that he had gone off to tho hotel 
for break fust, but on returning to the 
room she fonnd his clothing 
This die 


covery alarmed bar and eke hastened to 
the bathroom to find Dr Bnck prostrate, 
in a dying state 
Hastily calling in 


friends Mrs Back bntl assistance and tbe 
Doctor was placed upon a cot just as Dr 
J S King arrived 
He expired a mo- 


ment after tbe pnjeician reached hie 
side 
Dr Buck had taken bis bate, and, 


aa was hia custom, was preparing to 
blacken his shoes, when be fell over with 
tbe hand of death upon kitu. 


Mrs. Beck was greatly prostrated by 


tbe sudd en affliction and the shock caneed 
by the death ot her husband 
Mrs. Dr, 


King ftnii oiher ladies attended her, but 
it took all day Sunday to qaiet tLe nerves 
ot the lady 
She la calm and raiet to- 


day, and in her loneliness is 'eoemng 
ample assistance 
by neighbors and 


friends

He received two other 


alight strokes, one affecting bis speech, 
and five years «go, while in Kansas, he 
experienced the fourth attack, which for- 
tunately yielded readily to treatment. 
Since 1837 he has been at home in De- 
catur, going about ae best he could. 
His death was not unexpected

In the death of Dr H Buck a tower- 


ing and sturdy oak in lihnoie Methodism 
has fallen 
His active ministry in that 


church extended over a period ot 43 
years 
It began in 1343 and ended when 


be superannuated in 18.%, on account ot 
advancing age and decrepitude He wee 
among the pioneer preachers and expe- 
rienced all the inconveniences, toil and 
hardships which were the coumon lot of 
those early Methodist pioneer circuit 
riders 
He was cotemporaneons witn 


Peter Oartwright, Peter Akers, J L 
Crane, fattier Barger, Dr Da Ties and 
George Butledge 


Dr. Back was a man of strong mind 


and abundant intellectual resources. He 
was converted at 17, entered tbe ministry 
at 24, and wea put in charge of a diet riot 
at 34. He was conceded to be one of tue 
strongest preachers and clearest exposi- 
tors of the doctrines of the scriptures, as 
accepted by the Methodist church, in the 
Illinois conference 
Tbe ministers of the 


contstence deferred to his jnngment, and 
AS a result bis influence was unbounded. 


Dr Buck was frequently pat forward 


by his conference to deliver special ser- 
mons. One of tbe greatest sermons he 
ever preached was one of this kind 
At 


the conference in Jacksonvitie, in I87J, 
services ware arranged in memory ot 
George RnUectge, deceased. In the even- 
ing Dr Back consented to deliver the 
sermon. After the night session of toe 
conference be went to his room and wrote 
the sermon dnting the night, and de 
livered it to the conference tbe neit day 
ac 10 o clock 
It was admitted by all 


who beard it to b» the greatest sermon 
they had ever beard on such ftu occasion 
It was tbe effort ot a Boimergee, who by 
his power of oratory had at hts feet ali 
the ministers ot tbe greatest conference 
in the United States, He was an able 
business man, and to bis sound judgment 
tbe Illinois conference owed muoh of its 
financial s access,

The numerical 


increase of the army in accordance 
with the tivo-yenr srrvirv plan must be 
accompanied by ini'i'i-asi- of appropri- 
ations, otherwise tlie efficiency of th>» 
army \voukl be impaired. 
If the peo- 


ple refined to pruJit such an increase 
:he emperor's preference ivas for an 
army of the rresent si^.c, rather than 
for one with more men yet inferior in 
equipment and discipline.
